Mr. P. A. Joaoplis, a violin-junker oC San 


Francisco, was recently Interviewed by a 
reporter. Starting at the beginning tho re- 
porter askod tho flrst principles ot tho busi- 
ness. 


"Well, sir," replied Mr. Josephs, "I can 


safely eay, after forty years of experience, 
that tho Urat thing I should impress upon 
11 tyro Ls that fiddle-making is a trndo, and 
that violin-making is an art,. You can make 
a Dddle by machinery and mo a ntcam- 
chost to mold it, but a violin must b<i mudii 
by hand, and guarded from moisture as 
oarofully aa though it worn a jjorisliable 
article. It Is the moat *>!isitivo of nil in- 
struments of sound, and the only perfect 
ono. 
It is superior to a piano or an organ 


because thoy can not be perfectly tuoi'd. 
Neither perfect thirds nor perfect fifths cun 
bo attained, and it such instruments are 
perfectly tuced thoy must conanqnontly bo 
'Out' Wind instrument* do not enter into 
tho competition at ull, as thoy can be too 
easily blown sharp or flat by thu pur- 
former." 


AN ICXl'LANATION OP I'llINCTPI.ES.

They are not molded, but cut out with 


gougos and tiny planes. Tho arches run 
both waya, from side to sido and end to 
end, and tho work toward tho finish is ox- 
tromoly delicate.

bolly consists of two pieces, glued together 
so noatly as to give tho nppoarauco of a 
solid alaU" 


In support of his assertion Mr. Joseph 


uxhibltod several pieces joined as ho stated, 
and so artistically that tho junction was 
scarcely discernible, and probably wouid 
not bo when tho varniRb was put on over it, 
Everything about the body of tho instru- 
ment is fastened with glue, not u tack or a 
string entering into tho composition.

menting on tho delicato nature ot Uio in-

Tbo reasons for this are 


several, tho main ones being that the wood 
is loft drier and hotter seasoned, aud tho 
ascension of tho sap carries with it all tho 
impurities in tho fibers, such as grit, for 
ins^anco, leaving tho wood at ita cleanest 
This branch ot the subject was loft with the 
assertion by tho host that American wood 
was the best in tho world for violin-making. 


Tho varnish was the next branch of the 


subject, uod a package of brilliant red gum 
was' oihlbitcd as tho coloring matter for 
the finest instruments. 
It was genuinu 


dragon's blood, now out of commerce, and 
tho little paekngo was all that Mr, Josephs 
was able to procuro in a year's search of 
tho shopi of Europe. The making of tbe 
famous Cremona varnish does not appear to 
have been a secret, but tho knowledge of Its 
manufacture appears to have been lost for 
about a century, and tho money that has 
b«on spont in seeking CO resurrect it would 
make several hoavy fortunes. 


Ono common error prevails in regard to 


the strings, usually termed "cat-gut" by the 
vulgar. In realty they are made from the 
entrails of European saooj),. and the entrails 
of a shoop ovor six months old can not bo 
convertod-into "E" strings.
